tisfying Anfiver, as they apprehended : reſolved to renew their re- 
queſts in the ſame ſubmiſſive manner and way as before ; but obſer- 
ving by tharbarbarous entertainment which their neighbours of S- 
rey met withall ; that thoſe, whom they were to make their addrefles 
unto at Weſtminſter, were worle ſpirited, and. more cruelly diſpoſed 
then evet Pharaoh, the Tyrant of «Egypt was, who did not ſet his 
men of War to K4ll, Slay, and Deſtroy the AMited: Traelites, when 
they put ap their prayers. to be caſed of their Burdens : And percei- 
ving withall, {by a croſſe Petition then mm hand, [and with diligence 
promoted by the Searies| of the Connty) that there was a ſtorme 
a riſing againlt themſelves, for giving example to thoſe of Surry and 
others, in ſupplicating for fuch Fhings as they have done : they 
thonzhr /itnecefary and meet to conſult ſpeedily about their own 
defence z" and to this purpoſe, convened at Chelmesford.; where they 
found one Sir-#iHiam Aaſſam, a man whom (utheir good opinion) 
they had Honoured to be Knight of their Shire;together with 4 more 
Parliament men, and diverſe (onmittee-men in confaltation to raiſe 
diviſions in-the County,& oppolitions againſt thoſe who were for the 
peace and ſafety thereof : with whom they did expoſtalate about 
the'fzid turbulent ahd croſfe Petition, which (they faid.) was counte- 
nanced and promoted by them: ſhewing them diverſe warrants ſub- 
ſcribed by 'fome of their hands, for the ſpeedy diſpesſion of it : but 
they in their confalion of ſpirit (notwithſtanding the evidence) were 
pleaſed ro deny+the fame; whereat the people were - very much 
moved againft them (the-untruth being ſo clearly manifeſt to the race 
of the whole County.) - And they were exaſperated further, >y that 
which they heard then, and there atteſted by one Major Wilmore, an 
honeſt and reſolute Gentlemaiiof the County,viz. .that,himfelf, and 
diverſe other ſufficient witneſſes had lately heard a-Partament man 
proteſt, 'andfay, That if there were an 100.

- inthat they would rather chooſe a ſudden Jia Nos: then come to 
the light, whereby ET might be made manifeſt,” which (as ap- 
peared by this their ſhineſſe) would(in their own rhoughts)be but an 
uſher to a more (hamefull doiyn-fall, if His Majeſties innocency and 
righteouſneſſe ſo highly wronged and abuſed ſhould come to be but 
cleerly viewed by His People. 

And then further yet, ſome of the Country had underſtood; How 
another Parliament man alſo, had diſcovered the fenſc and purpoſe 
of the Houle, to be iz no hand to comply with the King, though it was 
believed, and confeſſed, that in 0; ck of His Majeſties diſpoſition 
and condition, Heboth could, and would pardon them : For foonuld 
there be ſuch a Compliance, and His Majeſty ſuffered toſpeak, and /> 
buſine(ſe. be diſcuſſed before the People, the Kingdome ((aid He) worll 
never {u er the Militia to continne any longer in our hands, and we bei

Now this evill expreſſion alſo, having come to the ears of many 
Eſſex men there preſent, it ſpake to their hearts, that the intentions 
of thoſe who call themſelves the Parkament, was (in defence of their 

own Tyranny and jaſtice)to hazard the torall ruine of their King and 
Country, 

Thele, and ſuch like conſiderations, did at that time mach ſlirre 
the mindes of the people : And yet, by the adviſe of ſome of the 
chiefe and more diſcreet ,, amongſt them , they propounded to 
thoſe Members of Parliament there preſem, the dangers and'por- 
plexities which they, were in ; requeſting them to be meanes for 
them to the. Parliament, that the Country mightnoww at length be

Sir Vilianw Maſſa the Parliament man, finding it now more 
leaſant to ſend others to the Wars, then to be there himſelf, though 
ut as a ſpectator or looker on, and fearing (as ſeemed) in regard of 
his black and guilty ſoul, that every ſhot qyhich his friends withour 
let flie again(t che Town, would bear down ſome houſe about his 
head ; wanting alſo that fate and ſervice, that variety of wine, and 
plenty of daincies in this beſieged place which he was wont to abound 
in at Weſtminſter , and ſo thinking himſelfe in a lefle glorious 
condition here then there , and that he had nor altogether fo 
much reſpe& and crowching unto, (though he wants for no ne» 
ceſſaries which the Town can afford;) thought* ir his wiſdome to 
. cry before he was hurt, and as ſome creatures (we know) will make 
a greater noiſc, if they fear but touching, then ſheep will doe, when 
ſhorne or {laughtred ; ſo did he whine and keep adoe, ſending forth 
pitifull complaints, by privy meſſages to his Brethren at Weſtminſter, 
and their Maſter the General; to the end (as appeared by the event) 
that ſome of the Wives, Chidren, or friends of choſe who had him 
in Bondage, might be ſeized on as priſoners , to be given in exchange 
for him: This motion or intimation was preſently reliſhed by the 
prevailing Faftion in the Houſe of Commons,who had (as it ſeemes) 
reſolved now to put off, Humanity as well as Loyalty ; and to leave 
off tobe Gentlemen as well as Chriſtians : And therefore they 
ſet themſelves prefently about the Bafinefſe - amongſt whom, ir 
was propounded and urged in a very carnelt manner, (as I heard) by 
.one Gurden of Suffolke, and Henry Mildmay of Eſſex, (an unworthy

Warin the County of Eſſex : Whereas Maſter Capel is a young 
Gentlemado, of a pure and candidfpirit,of a ſweet and gracious diſpo- 
ſition, who knowes rio evill, nor ever did, or intended hart to the 
County of Eſſex, or to any creature, 

" Againe, Sir Wilkam Maſſam (they ſay) was apprehended for his 
faulcs; by thoſe whoſe Servant he was, and to whom he was to give 
an account for his ill diſcharge of the truſt repoſed in him :' having 
lately before, renounced the ſame, diſclaiming to performe his duty 
any longer, by publiſhing to the world (with the reſt of his fellowes 
that they World treat no more with the King, (to: which they were cho- 
ſen, and appointed by their Counties; ) Yea, and he was ſeized upon 
to0 (as tis obſerved) while he was-in the very ad of fin, plotting to 
raiſe ſtrife in his Country, having for: ſeven yeeres together, endea- 
youred to impoveriſh its wealth, and to worke its ruine/ Yea and a 
few dayes before, he had on the publique Bench uſed threatning ex» 
preſſions to thoſe of the ſame, viho promoted aPetition' for the 
Kings ſafety and honour, and for the Kingdomes peace, and had ur- 
ped the Parliament to fend downe Souldiers to inflave the ſame: 
Now no ſuch things could be laid to the charge of young Mr. (ape, 
that he ſhould be judged meet to be put into the ſcale with ſuch'/a per- 
ſon. His onely faults; are his Parents vertues, and'his owne innocence, 
and for theſe he was;taken Priſoger in his: Fathers honſe , where he 
was at his Study, by thoſe who had no Authority over him, to whom 
he had no relation at; all; 'nor had ever done them the leaſt evill. 

Beſides, Sir Will: Maſſam (as they who know him fay) 'is,as of nd 
ſuch worth, ſo of no ſuch great birth, or fortunes, as'to be weigtied 
ine felaoce with:this:Spark :of Honour,-who is Heirs to a great 

ate, of .a noble and unſpotted Family : and therefore thar this 
irtle Gentleman ſhould be thus valued or offered in exchange , for |
